1. DURING BRIEF MEETING OTHER SUBJECTS MAY 29, FONMIN 
MANSOUR KHALID CONFIRMED HE MAKING QUICK TRIP GULF AREA, 
INCLUDING OMAN, AFTER WHICH HE WILL BE VISITING ADDIS ABABA EARLY 
NEXT WEEK. KHALID SAID ASSISTANCE FROM ARAB OIL STATES TO NEEDY 
AFRICANS AS RESULT OIL PRICE RISES HAS SO FAR BEEN DISAPPOINTING. 
WHEREAS SPECIAL FUND HAS BEEN SET UP TO BE ADMINISTERED IN CON- 
NECTION ARAB-AFRICAN DEVELOPMENT BANK, ONLY $100 MILLION SO 
FAR COMMITTED. KHALID CRITICIZED LIBYA AND IRAQ 
FOR NOT COMING FORWARD TO HELP. FONMIN INDICATED HE HOPED 
HIS CURRENT TRIP WOULD SUCCEED IN GENERATING SUFFICIENT
